SEEK PROBE OF SILENCED UFO TALK.

Demands have been moxmtlng for an 
investigation of ths "muBzling" of an 
American Airlines pilot—reputedly at 
the instigation of the U.S. Air Foz*oe— 
the Storw-Ledger learned yesterday. 
Several groups are seeking the investi¬ 
gations, although the prime movers are 
the OSZ of New fork and NIOAP. 

The pilot is Oapt. Peter Killian who 
reported a foraation of 3 UFOe i>aoed his 
plane for 45 minutes while it was en 
z^ute non-stop from Newark to Detroit 
the night of Feb. 24.

The Air Foz*oe first explained Killian 
end the othez*e saw stars in "The Belt 
of Orion." Zn a second statement, all 
"flying sauoer" witnesses wez^ ridlouled 
and some labeled as "persons who oan't 
remsmber anything when they sober up the 
next day." Finally, the sighting \^a 
written off merely as three B-47 Jets 
being re-fueled-in mid-eir by a tanker. 
Meazzwhile, Killian gave numerous intazv 
views, ax^azred on various radio pro¬ 
grams, ireooimted his experdenoe befoz*e 
several axzdienoes and bad other such 
ax>x)earanoeB scheduiled. 

Then, on March 26. the day before he was 
to address 1,400 ’’flying saxioer" snthu- 
slasts in New fork’s Hotel Diplomat, he 
was suddenly silenced. 

Major Donald Keyhoe, dlrsotor of NIOAP,** 
oterged the "ailenolng" of the veteran 
pilot was instigated by the Air Fox*oe. 
Capt. Harry Clark, chief pilot for 
Amerioan Airlines who issued the "silen¬ 
cing" ozvlsr, denied that the A.F. had 
anything to do with it.

The first attemp'l^ to nake a close 
study of the tt6dn although a failure 
has given the scientists acre Infor¬ 
mation on conditions outside this 
earth, and also aho>m how much the 
scientists have yet to loam before 
they venture into those regions be¬ 
yond the atmosphere. It was an 
accepted fact only a few years ago 
anything that went beyond the gravi¬ 
tational field of this earth, would 
keep on going and not mtum. 

The men who are supposed to know, 
differ on the views of the rocket 
'•pioneer'*. The Americans say that 
the rocket returned to the earth and 
was burned up In the atmosphere. 

The British scientists In control of 
the world’s largest radio telescope 
In England are reported to say that 
the rocket mturned but went Into 
orbit around the earth. 

Why did the rocket return after 
79,000 miles? The gravity field was 
believed to extend not more than 
1,000 miles, as the rocket was re¬ 
ported off course and could not have 
reached the gravity pull of the moon, 
either the mechanism wont wrong thus 
redirecting the rocket back towards 
the earth before Its allotted time 
or the gravity field extends farther 
Into si)aoe than was first thought. 

The reported conditions fo\md by the 
sputniks and American satellites and 
now by "Pioneer" are not now loiow- 
ledge, the Increased radiation acti¬ 
vity and other conditions foxmd In 
space, was reported several years 
ago by Mr. George Adamslcl. Mr. Adara- 
skl also reported that we on this 
earth have no Instruments with which 
to examine the conditions that sur¬ 
round a planet, and to obtain such 
valuation, means that our scientists 
would have to send instruments well 
into the Ionosphere of a planet. 

I quote Mr. Adamskl; "\/hlle the 
August—Newsletter of the Interplanet¬ 
ary Foundation in Royal Oak,,Mich., 
states, "It has recently been dls- I 
covered by observations made by Rus¬ 
sian Sputniks through spectroscopic 
studies that the earth has no oxygen 
In Its atmosphere." Since we Imow 
that there is oxygen in our atmos¬ 
phere suijportlng life-forms of all 
kinds Including hxamnn beings, this 


latter statement la i>artlcularly Inter¬ 
esting. Here Is verification of the 
Information given to me by the Brothers, 
that it la Impossible to obtain an 
accurate reading of atmospheric condi¬ 
tions ax*ound any planet from outside 
that planet’s Ionosphere." If readers 
will obtain the book "Inside the Space¬ 
ships" by George Adamskl, published In 
1956, they will find confirmation of 
space conditions that are now reported 
by the satellites. Also In the book 
"Flying Saucers Have Landed", published 
In Britain In 1953, also reported that 
It was known that atomic z*adlatlon was 
affecting the atmosphere^ 

If any of the readers are of the 
opinion that no one Is visiting this 
earth from outside, they may be inter¬ 
ested to know that the Brasilian Air 
Force and goverament circles have re¬ 
cently admitted existence of such visi¬ 
tors, and have photographs to prove 
such existence. Those In charge of 
Air Force and Military In the U.S.A,, 
have also publicly admitted recently 
the existence of J.A.N.A.P. 146 (Joint 
Amy Navy Air, Publication j^*146) under 
section !$, any pilot who gives details 
of genxilne U.F.O* sighting to-the 
press or ptrbllo Is liable to a fine of 
up to $10,000 and a prlsOn tern of up 
to ten years. I challenge anyone to 
prove otherwise. 

The contpovei*oy between the two camps, 
both for and against the existence of 
life elsewhere in the Solar system, 
is strong. Those who oppose the exist¬ 
ence of life rely on Instruments, (I 
have been told by an astronomer in ^ 
Britain that as far as surface condi¬ 
tions on the planets, temperature, etc., 
they know nothing.) 

Some men's conceit will not alow them 
to accept such existence. Other 
people who are not hindered by a one 
track mind say, "we believe that It 
Is possible for Intelligent life to 
exist elsewhere In our solar system, 
and refer to sightings of lights, etc. 
on the Moon, Mars and Venus.* If anyone 
Is intersatod enough to enquire they 
will find the odd but actue.l fact that 
not one person however well known 
who is against the existence of other 
life, has never made a full study of 
all the facts, and such facts that 
they cannot explain, they leave alone.

The "saucer" 
first announced in 1955# already has been tested secretly." The key word here is

SCIENTISTS PLANT < LUNAR GARDEIS* — Seek Vegetables for the Moon 

Fermlngdale, N<Y;, Jxily 13 -- A garden of snap beans, turnips and carrots is absorbing 
the Interest of a group of scientists here on Long Island. The scientists hope the 
vegetables, now growing in pressurized glass Jars, may someday be growing on the moon. 

Ihe project, dubbed a "lunar garden" is part of a research program by which the Air 
Force hopes to determine the feasibility of establishing a base on the moon. It is be¬ 
ing conducted by the research and develoianent division of the Republic Aviation Corpor¬ 
ation. 

Hyman Stein, manager of space products for the company, said it may be possible to 
reduce growing time of plants on thb moon to one-q.taarter of the time required on earth. 

He said it is hoped that the lunar garden will lead to a practical and economic means 
of providing future space travelers with a "more palatlble" menu. Hitherto, he said, 
crops considered for cultivation on the moon have been limited to algae, lichens and 
Iceland moss. 

Since the moon has virtually no atmosphere, Stein said, it will be necessary to 
cultivate higher plants in a specialized greenhouse. He said scientists are now growing 
vegetables at simulated pressure altitvides of 6,000, l6,000 and 27,000 feet. "Tests 
have already suggested that growth accelerates in some plants when pressures are 
reduced." Stein said. 

Stein said that since a typical lunar day lasts l4 times as long as a day on earth, a 
considerable reduction in growing time could be expected. 

He said an ideal moon vegetable would have a light seed, rapid germination and resistance 
to the effects of cosmic rays. While all the ideal qualities for a moon vegetable are 
not contained in one pleuat at present, diet requirements could be met by either com, 
roasted peanuts, soybeeui sprouts or lettuce. (Buffalo Courier-Express, July l4, 1959)* 

FLYING 'LIGHTS' SIGHTED -- Five Planes Report High-Speed Objects over Pacific 
San Francisco (UPl) -- The pilots of five trans-Pacific airplanes reported seeing a 
groiQ) of "extremely bright lights" flying at high speed over the ocean early today. A 
Pan American spokesman here said that the first report of the unidentified flying objects 
had come from Cap. George Wilson, cooimander of a DC-7C clipper on the way from San 
Francisco to Honolulu. 

"They were extremely bright lights, surrovinded by small ll^ts." Captain Wilson said. 
"They approached us at approximately 21,000 feet altitude. They were closing in rapidly.

He said the objects passed at 6.02 a.m. He was about 84o miles from Honolulu at the 
time.

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'SAUCERS* ICE FRACaiENTS OF EXPLODED CCaffiTS ? 

Green fireballs and flying saucers both may be ice fragments of ejqploded comets, Donald 
H. Robey, a ConVair scientist, told the American Meteorological Ass'n. recently. Robey 
recalled that in 19^7 many people reported seeing the green fireballs on paths that 
crossed several states. They were described as blinding green lights that occasionally 
wobbled in their flights throu^ the cky. The Air Force investigated them in "Project 
Twinkle" but was unable to come up with eui explanation. Robey's explanation sets forth 
one way that such lights could have been produced. 

He said that it is believed that comets are masses of frozen gasses — carbon, oxygen, 
nitrogen and hydrogen. They are known to explode in space. Occasionally the earth on 
its own trip throu^ space passes through a cluster of these comet fragments or 
"cometoids." 

Robey said the Bureau of Standards had conducted tests which show that frozen nitrogen 
can give off a vivid green li^t as bright as tiongsten lamp if the nitrogen has first 
been bombarded by radiation. 

Robey theorized that when the rocket particles are in space they are bombarded by cosmic 
rays and other radiation. This causes the atoms to go into vdiat scientists call an 
excited state.

But as soon as they enter the earth's atmosphere, they warm up a few degrees and 
their excited state energy creates the green glow. Robey estimated that within 3 minutes 
after the cometoids enter the earth's atmosphere they have slowed down to about 500 miles 
an hoxir. At this comparatively low speed they seem to be moving quite deliberately 
across the sky. But they do not heat up. They are able to keep their temperature near 
the absolute zero because the heat generated by their passage through the air is 
immediately dissipated by the evaporation of their elements into gas.

FLYING ’LIGHTS' SIGHTED — Five Planes Report Hlgh-Sneed Objects over Pacific 
San Francisco (UPI) — The pilots of five trans-Paciflc airplanes reported seeing a 
groTjqp of "extremely bright lights" flying at high speed over the ocean early today. A 
Fan American spokesman here said that the first report of the unidentified flying objects 
had come from Cap. George Wilson, ccmmander of a DC-7C clipper on the way from San 
Francisco to Honolulu. 

"They were extremely bright lich^s, surrounded by small lights." Captain Wilson said. 
"They approached us at approximately 21,CXX) feet altitude. They were closing in rapidly. 
The objects then headed south. After about ten seconds all of the ll^ts disappeared." 

He said the objects passed at 6.02 a.m. He was about 8U0 miles from Honolulu at the 
time. Later, similar reports also came from planes bound for Honolulu. (The New York 
Times, July 12, 1959 — Credit ; Dorothy Lefler).
